DEATH OF MADAME RIEGO. 


On Saturday last, Donna Maria Theresa del Riego y Riego, widow 
of General Don Rafael del Riego y Riego, died at her residence, 
No. 13, Seymour-place, Little Chelsea. 

This Lady, whose fortunes have so deeply interested public sym- 
pathy, was the daughter of Don Joaquim del Riego y Bustillo, and 
Donna Josefa del Riego Florez. She was born on the 15th May, 
1800, in the town of Tineo, capital of the district of the same name, 
in the province of Asturias, and was the eldest of seven children, 
having at the time of her death three brothers and three sisters liv- 
ing, all of whom were separated from her by the fatalities of civil 
war, except one sister, Donna Lucie, whom neither peril nor priva- 
tion could distract from the exercise of that regard and uttention 
which she was able to manifest under every trial. 

In her infancy, Douna Riego was adopted as an object of peculiar 
care and affection, by her maternal grandfather, with whom she re- 
sided in the village of Funa; and in the year 1808 was obliged, to- 
gether with himself and the rest of his family, to fly from place to 
place on the mountains of Asturias, to avoid the incursions of the 
French armies. Her father and mother died in her early youth; 
and in some few years after she lost the affectionate relatives who 
had adopted her, upon which the care and guardianship of herself, 
and the other six children, devolved upon the near connection and 
relation, Don Miguel del Riego, Canon of the Cathedral of Oviedo, 
in which city he resided, and they with him. 

On the 15th October, 1821, she was married by proxy, according 
to the custom of the country, at Cangas de Tineo, to the General, to 


fixed their residence in the city of Madrid, but the political confusion 
and continued alarms of the time having appeared to affect her 
health, the General proceeded with her, in the month of September 
following, to Granada, with the view of effecting the re-establish- 
ment of her constitution by a residence in a more southern climate. 
The convocation of the extraordinary Cortes for Oc¢:tober, 1822, 
vbliged him to return to Madrid, and he parted from her—never to 
meet again! He placed her only for a short time, as he*then fondly 
10ped, once more under the guardianship of his brother, the Canon, 
who conveyed her to Motril, a place on the coast of Griwmada, emi- 
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to Malaga, the Canon accompanied her thither, in March, 1823.— , 
A gradual improvement of her health had become perceptible, but | 
here again she was destined to endure fresh afflictions, being obliged 
to seek shelter in Gibraltar in the month of June, to avoid the 
French army then advancing to the south of Spain. The General, | 
ever anxious in the midst of his public cures for her comfort and se- 
curity, directed that she should proceed to England, and accordingly 
she embarked, together with her attached sister, Donna Lucie, and 
the Canon, on the 4th July, but owing to unfavourable wind and 
weather did not reach London till the T7th of August. 

It was not too much for her to expect that now, at least, her suf- 
ferings would find some rest : but the visitation that impended over 
her was still more calaynitous than all that had“preceded it. Bereft 
of parents, separated from her relations, a fugitive from her native 
land, her anxieties still found a stay in the consoling hope, that she 
should, one day or other, enjoy the society of her husband as the re- 
ward of her moral jortitude. Never was there disappointment 
more terrible or overwhelming. It is not necessary to detail the 
persecutions of her husband, or the consummation which concluded 
them. Suffice to say, that within three mouths after her arrival in 
London, the sanguinary act was perpetrated whieh extinguished 
every present consolation and future hope. The account of his 
death reached on the 15th November. Her poor frame could no 
longer rally or resist; she wasted and withered daily, under the cor- 
roding influence of a tedious decline, and at length closed her unhap- 
py course in the embraces of her sister, attended by her devoted’ 
protector, the estimable Canon, and several distinguished and faith- | 
ful Spaniards, who had, to the latest moment, enjoyed the confi |

POMPEII. 

All the world knows the story of Pompeii; that it was a little 
Greck town of tolerable commerce in its early day ; that the sea, 
which once washed its walls, subsequently left it in the midst of 
one of these delicious plains made by nature for the dissolution of 
all industry in the [talian dweller, and for the common places of po- 
etry in all the northern abusers of the pen; that it was ravaged by 
every barbarian, who in turn was called a conqueror on the Italian 
soil, and was successively the pillage of Carthagenian and of Ro- 
man; until at last the Augustan age saw its little circuit quieted in- 
to the centre of a colony, and man, finding nothing more to rob, at- 
tempted to rob no more. 

When man had ceased his molestation, nature commenced hers; 
and this unfortunate little city was, by a curious fate, to be at once 
extinguished and preserved, to perish from the face of the Roman 
empire, and to live when Rome was a nest of monks and mummers, 
and her empire torn into fragments for Turk, Russian, Austrian, 
Prussian, and the whole host of barbarian names that were once as 
the dust of her feet. In the year of the Christian era 63, an earth- 
quake shewed the city on what tenure her lease was held. Whole 
streets were thrown down, and the evidences of hasty repair are still 
to be detected. 

From this period, occasional warnings were given in slight shocks ; 
until, in the year 79, Vesuvius poured out all his old accumulation 
of terrors at once, and on the clearing away of the cloud of fire and 
ashes which covered Campania for four days, Pompeii, with all its 
multitude, was gone. The Romans seem to have been as fond of 
villas as if every soul of them had made fortunes in Cheapside, and 
the whole southern coast was covered with the summer palaces of 
those lords of the world. Vesuvius is now a formidable foundation 
for a house whose inhabitants may not wish to be sucked into a fur- 
nace ten thousand fathoms deep ; or roasted sub aere aperto ; but it 
was then asleep, and had never flung up spark or stone from time 
immemorial.

on its side. A pyramid of three thousand feet high, painted over 
with garden, forest, vineyard and orchard, ripening under the sou- 
thern sun, zoned With colonnades, and turrets, and golden roofs, and 
marble portioes, With the eternal azure of the Campanian sky for its 
canopy, and the Méditerranean at its feet, glittering in the colours 
of sunrise, noon, and evening, like an infinite Turkey carpet let 
down from the steps of a throne,—all this was turned into cinders, 
lava, and hot water, on (if we can trust to chronology) the first day 
of November, anno Domini 79, in the first year of the Emperor Ti- 
tus. The whole story is told in the younger Pliny’s letters; or, if 
the illustration of one who thought himself born fora describer, Dio _ 
Cassius, be sought, it will be found that this eruption was worthy of 
the work it had to do, and was a handsome recompense for the long 
slumber of the volcano. The Continent, throughout its whole sou- 
thern range, probably felt this vigorous awakening. Rome was 
covered with the ashes, of which Nerthern Africa, Egypt, and Asia 
Minor, had their share,; the sun was turned mto blood and darkness, 
and the people thought that the destruction of the world was come. 
At the close of the eruption, Vesuvius stood forth the naked giant 
that he is at this hour—the palaces and the gardens were ali dust and 
air—the sky was stained with that cloud which still sits like a crown

written about, and lithographed, till all the world wished that they 
never had been disturbed. The first discoveries were accidental, for 
no Neapolitan ever struck a spade into the ground that he could help, 
nor harboured a voluntary idea but of macaroni, intrigue, monkery, 
or the gaming-table, ‘The spade struck upon a key, which, of course 
belonged to a door, the door had an inscription, and the names of 
the buried cities were brought to light, to the bgundless perplexity 
of the learned, the merciless curiosity of the blue-stockings of the 
17th century, and all others to come, and the thankless, reckless, 
and ridiculous profit of that whole race of rascality, the guides, ci- 
cerones, abbés, aud antiquarians. 

But Italian vigour is of all things the most easily exhausted, where 
it has not the lash or the bribe to feed its waste, and the cities slum- 
bered for twenty years more, till, in 1711, a duke, who was digging 
for marbles to turn into mortar, found a Hercules, and a whole heap 
of fractured beauties, a row of Greek columns, and a little temple. 
Again, the cities slumbered, till, in 1738, a King of Naples, on whom 
light may the earth rest, commenced digging, and streets, temples, 
theatres opened out to the sun, to be at rest no more. 

So few details of the original catastroph@are to be found in his- 
torians, that we can scarcely estimate the actual human suffering, 
which is, after all, almost the only thing to be considered as a mis- 
fortune. It is probable that the population of, at least, Pompeii had 
time to make their escape. A pediar’s pack would contain all the 
valuables left in Pompeii; and the people who had time thus to 
clear their premises, must have been singularly fond of hazard if 
they staid lingering within the reach of the eruption. But some 
melancholy evidences remain that all were notso successful. In 
one of the last excavations made by the French, four female skele- 
tons were found lying together, with their ornaments, bracelets, and 
rings, and with their little hoard of coins in gold and silver. They 
had probably been suffocated by the sulphureous vapour. In 2 
wine-cellar, known by its jars ranged round the wall, a male skele- 
ton, supposed to be that of the master, by his seal-ring, was found as 
if he bad perished in the attempt at forcing the door. In another, @ 
male skeleton was found with an axe in his hand, beside a de 
which he was breaking open.

Williams, Secretary, and another gentle- 
man are said to be prisoners, and it is understood that the other se- 
ven were killed, either in the action or after they were taken priso- 
ners. 

It was my intention to have reported in detail by the present con- 
veyance, but the state of my health prevents my doinz so. - 

My medical attendant gives me reason to hope that I shall be suf- 
ficiently recovered in seven or eight days to write, and as 1 deem it 
of the utmost importance to put his Lordship in possession of a per- 
fect knowledge of the state of affairs in this quarter, I purpose send- 
ing the officer next iv seniority to myself (Capt. Laing, of the Royal 
African Colonial « orps), with my official despatches. 

The extensive knowledge of the African character possessed by 
this gentleman, his uninterrupted intercourse with our principal al- 
lies, the commencement of hostilities, together with his general ex- 
perience, qualify him well to afford his Lordship any imformation 
which my letters may fail to convey. 

The Ashautees, said to be fifteen thousand strong, have continued 
at Assamacow since the action of thé 21st; but it is rumoured that 
they are making preparations for advancing on Monday next, the 
Ist of March. 

All the force I have been able to collect does not exceed six thou- 
sand muskets, and as I do not consider it prudent to hazard a gene- 
ral engagement, I have determined on taking up positions on the 
bank of the River Boosom-pra, to dispute the passage of the enemy, 
and | am sanguine in my hopes that the measure will be attended 
with success. 

The natives of an extensive village in the vicinity of Succondee, 
having fired on the boats of one of his Majesty's ships, disarmed se-

in the division of the army which marched from Djuquah, under the 
immediate.command of his Excellency Sir C. M’Carthy, as well as 
such circumstances as may have fallen under my observation, rela- 
tive to the action which took place on the 2ist ultimo, in the Was- 
saw country, between the said division and an army of Ashantees, I 
have the honour to state, that 1 marched from Djuquah at 7 o'clock 
on the morning of the 9th, with one company of the Royal Airican 
Colunial Corps, eighty strong; oue company of volunteers, sixty- 
eight strong; three companies of militia, one hundred aud seventy 
strong a force of three hundred and eighteen; besides two 
pecan A Commendas, two hundred of Appia’s people, and a compa- 
ny of natives of Cape Coast, about forty stroug, making a total of 
four hundred and forty, which were ordered to follow us; this, with 
the troops which marched under my command, made a force of se- 
yen hundred and filty-eight strong. 

Bansoo, a village distaut about seventeen miles from our camp at 
Djuquah, was the place’at which we were directed to halt. His 
Excellency having marched on by himself, we overtook him about 
half way; the road, or rather track, was excessively bad, in conse- 
quence of which, we did not arrive till a late hour in the evening at 

uch fatigued. ; 

ns epee oT temec the whole of the next day, the 10th, wait- 
ing for the native force to join, which they did not do until late in 
the day; the next morning, the 11th, his Excellency marched off 
with the combined force of regulars and militia, and desired I would 
remain till every thing was sent forward. ‘his I found the greatest 
difficulty in accomplishing, as 1 could not get carriers, the people 
who had brought the things from Djuquah having runaway. | was 
therefore obliged to send a party of the rear guard to press every 
person they could find, women as well as men, and, after a consider- 
able delay, we succeeded ia getting a sufficient number of carriers, 
and proceeded ; but a number of them, as they found opportunities, 
flung their loads into the woods and ran off. We arrived at a vil- 
lage on the banks of the Boosom-pra, called [himin, late in the even- 
ing of that day, having marched eighteen miles, where we remained 
till six o’clock the next morning, the 12th, when we marched for an- 
other village, about seventeen miles lower down on the banks of the 
Boosom-pra, named Darabooassie, which, from the extremely bad 
state of the path, being frequently obliged to pass swamps which 
took us much higher than above our knees, we did not arrive at till 
very late in the day, every person being excessively fatigued; the 
native force at this time kept a considerable distance in our rear. 

About seven o'clock in the morging of the 13th, we commenced 
crossing the River Boosom-pra, about two hundred yards wide, in 
small canoes (eight in number), which could only carry two men at 
a time, besides the person who paddled ; as soon as the company of 
regulars, under the command of Ensign Erskine, crossed the river, 
his Excellency, who was one of the first that had passed over, pro- 
ceeded with them on the march towards Assamacow, in the Wassaw 
country, distant about twenty miles irom the river. To give a de- 
scription of this road is beyond my ability ; suffice it to say, that in 
my opinion I think it impossible that there can be any thing worse 
in the shape of a path; we had to cross numerous sinall rivers, some 
of which, from the extreme depth, as well as the numerous swamp 
places we had to pass over, considerably delayed us, aud we were 
only enabled to reach a small village, called Guah, that night, where 
we slept. The next morning, the 14th, his Excellency proceeded in 
advance with the company of the Royal African Colonial Corps, and 
desired 1 would bring up the rear; we did vot find this path so bad 
as we expected, and we arrived at Assamacow at about half pait 2 
in the afternoon, where he halted and remained five days, waiting 
for the native force to come up; we found Mr. Brandon, the Acting 
Ordnance Storekeeper (Cape Coast), at this place, where he had ar- 
rived several days before with ammunition, &c., having come in the 
Colonial schooner to Succondee, ten hours’ march to Assamacow, 
which was truly welcome now to us, as our men (the reguiars and 
militia) had only twenty rounds each man, @ great deal of whach, 
from the badness of the paths, the crossing of rivers, aud the rain 
which fell on our march, was damaged, and which was immediately 
replaced; at this place we found provisions very scarce. During 
our stay at Assamacow, we were informed that the Wassaws and 
Dinkeras were retreating before the Ashautees, and were in distress 
for provisions. Sir Charles, therefore, immediately on the arrival 
of part of our native force, despatched Mr. Tasker Williams, the Co- 
lonial Secretary and Adjutent-General of Militia, with twelve vo- 
lunteers, to assure the Wassaws and Dinkeras that he would, in a 
day or two, march forward with the force under his command to 
join them, and that he expected the division of the army under Ma- 
jor Chisholm, and numerous parties of natives, would soon form a 
junction with us, and then we should have sufficient force to meet 
the Ashantees, but Mr. Williams found them relenting, and it was 
with the greatest difficulty he persuaded them (they having crossed 
the small river Adoomansoo,) to halt on its bank, and make some 
preparation for defence till Sir Charles should join with his force; 
this was on the 20th, on the morning of which I arrived with the 
company of the Royal African Colonial Corps; the company ot vo- 
lunteers and the three companies of militia, already alluded to, hav- 
{ng, by direction of his Excellency, marched from Assamacow on the 
19th. On my way to the Wassaws and Dinkeras,! met a very great 
number of women and children, and, sorry am | to say, men; | ask- 
ed the men where they were going? they told me that they were 
going to look for provisions, wl would soon return; on my arrival 
on the borders of the aforesaid river Adoomansoo, on the morning of 
the 20th, having been, from the extreme bad state of the paths, the 
mud in some places reaching to the middle of our bodies, obliged to 
sleep one night in the bush; from Assamacow to this river, I should 
suppose, is about twenty-four miles. oy 

Shortly after my arrival with the troops, Mr. Williams, Adjutant- 
General of Militia, informed me that he could not get any of the 
people to cut the bush for the camp. | accordingly went to the 
Chiefs of the Wassaws and Dinkeras and told them the necessity 
there was for the bush about the place intended for a camp to be 
cleared, and which ought to be done immediately ; they promised to 
send people over to the opposite bank of the river, where we expect- 
ed the Ashantees to attack us, and to have al) the wood cleared im- 
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‘mediately; shortly after this, the Waesaws mustered their force, and 
;weré moving off with every thing thephad. 1 inquired where they 
‘were going? they said they were going to clear the wood on the 
‘other side of the river. 1 stopped where they had to cross over, for 
!a considerable time, to see if they really intended to go over; but at 
|last I could plainly see their intention was to retreat; I therefore 
put a strong guard of militia to prevent their doing so, till Sir Charles 
ishould arrive. I then sent for the Chiefs or Headmen, and asked 
{them what they intended todo, whether they intended to fight or 
jnot? they said they intended to fight. At this moment an alarm 
| was given that the Ashantees were advancing, and every ove went 
to his station, where we remaiued for about five hours, exposed to a 
most tremendous shower of rain; it being by this time nearly dark, 
and as itisa rule with the Ashautees never to fight at night, we 
called in the troops, leaving sent: ies where necessary ; immediately 
'on the alarm being given I despatcied a messenger to his Excellency 
‘to request he would send «ll the assistance he could; at this time it 
was supposed his Excellency was at a croom with two huts, about 
, four or five miles from us. Both officers and men slept this night 
without any covering, as there was not time to erect huts, and the 
\men were much fatigued; next morning, the 2Ist, his Excellency 
‘arrived with about two hundred of Appia’s people and forty of the 
natives of Cape Coast, the ( ommendas having halted on the way. 
I acquainted him with the manuer the Wassaws had behaved. Af- 
ter he had taken a little rest he sent for the Chiefs of the Wassaws 
and Dinkeras, but before he had got half through the palaver the 
alarm was given, and every person repaired to his station. His Ex- 
cellency then went round with me to see how the men were posted. 
About two o'clock the Ashantees, ten thousand in number, march- 
ed up tothe opposite bank of the river, when the action com 
menced with determined vigour on both sides, and lasted till 
nearly half past four ; it was reported before four o’ clock, that the 
regulars, volunteers, and militra, had no ammunition left, only twen- 
ty rounds per man having been previously issued to them, on which 
I immediately went tothe Ordnance Storekeeper, Mr. Brandon, who 
had received his Excellency s positive orders always to have forty 
rounds for each man, packed up in kegs, and which was always to 
accompany,him ; but he acquainted me, that he had only with him 
one small keg of ball and one of powder, which was immediately is- 
sued to the men, but,which, it may be supposed, did not last very 
long. The enemy, péfceiving that our fire had become slacker, at- 
tempted to cross the river, and succeeded; they had frequently at 
tempted the saime thing before, but were repulsed with great slaugh- 
ter; they at the same time sent a very considerable force round our 
flanks to cut ofi our retreat, which they completely succeeded in 
doing, from their superior numbers, the whole now became one 
scene of confusion, the enemy having intermixed with us. In my 
retreat I observed his Excellency a considerable distance before me, 
soon after which some guns were fired from the direction in which 
he was going, and there was a general rush back of the people who 
were following him, but after which I saw no more of his Excelien: 
cy; the people took different directions, and a number of the wourd- 
ed men followed me into the thickest parts of the woods, through 
which, with the assistance of a Wassaw man, who undertook, for a 
reward, to guide us, we travelled the whole of that night and half 
the next day, frequently going 4 considerable distance through a 
stream of water, for the purpose of hiding our track. When we got 
into the wood leading to Assamacow, and proceeded about five miles, 
a party of the enemy was reported to be before us, we therefore re- 
treated, and got into another path leading to the same place, but 
we had not proceeded above three miles, when we had again to re- 
as a y of the enemy were just before us. Just about 
sunset, { fortunately fell in with a party of Wassaws, who were in 
search of their wives and children, whom the Ashantees had taken ; 
they said they were going towards the Boosom-pra, and that they 
would conduct me over to it. We, however, slept in the woods, and 
about three o'clock in the morning we commenced our march. We 
observed a number of infants lying in the bush gasping for breath, 
the Ashantees having taken their mothers to carry their plunder, and 
obliged them to throw their children away; we, however, recover- 
ed a number of the women, and killed about twenty of the enemy. 
I unfortunately lost my shoes in the mud on the 22d, and had to 
travel the whole of the 23d without shoes, a distance of about thirty 
miles. I shall say nothing of the hardships I underwent, as you 
could be able to judge from the state in which you found me on the 
24th. 
Before | close this, I conceive it my duty to state, that the conduct 
of the company of Royal African Colonial Corps, the volunteers and 
militia, was highly creditable; in short, they behaved bravely. It 
was reported, that Quasie Yacoom’s people, (the Wassaws,) left the 
field early in the action. 
Annexed is a return of our loss in killed, wounded, and missing. 
The enemy’s loss must have been very great, as one of our balls, 
from their crowded state, must have killed and wounded two or 
three ata time. The force we had engaged, (including the Dinke- 
ras and Wassaws,) did not amount totwo thousand. The Commen-

and on the behalf of the King his most gracious Sovereign :— 

That English merchant ships arriving in the ports or waters of the 
kingdom of Sweden, shall i: future be placed upon the saine footing 
#8 National vessels, with respect to pilot, lighthouse, and tonnage 
dues, and, in general, with respect to all those duties which are in- 
cluded in the denomination of Pori-dues payable to the Crown, 
(Skeppsumgalder) of whatever description they may be :— 

‘That English merchant ships snail be equally assimilated to na- 
tional vessels with respect to Salvage-dues, without any restriction 
or difference :— 

And that, as Swedish commere is already in the enjoyment of re- 
ciprocal advantages in the ports of Great Britain, the abovemention- 
ed arrangements iv favour of Engiish commerce shall be put in force 
in all the ports of the kingdom of Sweden, without delay, and with 
as much expedition as possible, _

The undersigned, Minister of State and of Foreign Affairs of his 
Majesty the King of Sweden and Norway, having received the De- 
claration of Sir Benjamin Bloomfield, Envoy Extraordinary and Mi- 
nister Plenipotentiary of his \iajesty the King o/ the United King- 
dom of Great Brita and Irela.d, of this date, containing the assu- 
rance of a perfect reciprocity, declares by these presents, in virtue 
of the authority to that effect with which he is invesied, in the name 
and on the behalf of the King his most gracious Sovereigu :— 

‘That all articles, the growth, produce, or manufacture of the king- 
dom of Great Britain and of its colonies, which, accordiug to the ex- 
isting regulations, may be imported into Sweden on board of Swe- 
dish vessels, may be imported into Sweden in-English ships direct 
from the ports of Great Britain, without being subject, on their en- 
try, to other or higher duties to the Crown, than if imported on 
board a Swedish vessel. 

That all articles, the exportation whereof is not prohibited, may 
be exported from the ports of the kingdom of Sweden on board of 
English vessels, to any place whatever, without being subject, on 
their export, to other or higher duties to the Crown, than if export- 
ed on board a Swedish vessel. 

But that, as Swedish mercl:ant vessels do not enjoy the liberty of 
visiting the ports of the Colonies and foreign possessions of England, 
it is understood that the privileges above specified are not applica- 
ble to goods imported into the ports of Sweden, in vessels belonging 
to the said Colonies and foreign possessions, or in vessels strictly 
English, coming direct from the English Colonies. 

And finally, that the abovementioned stipulations, founded upon 
the promise of an exact reciprocity in the ports of Great Britain, in 
favour of Swedish commerce, shal! be put in force in the ports of the 
kingdom of Sweden, from the Ist of June of the present year (1824).

CONVENTION OF COMMERCE BETWEEN HIS BRITAN- 
NIC MAJESTY.AND THE KING OF PRUSSIA, SIGNED 
AT LONDON, APRIL, 2, 1824. 

His Majesty the King of the United Kingdom of Great Britai and 
Ireland, and his Majesty the King of Prussia, being equally desirous 
of extending and increasing the commercial intercourse ®etween 
their respective States, and of affording every facility and encour- 
agement to their subjects engaged in such intercourse: and being 
of opinion that nothing will more contribute to the attainment of 
their mutual wishes in this respect, than a reciprocal abrogation of 
al] discriminating and countervailing duties which are now demand- 
ed and levied upon the ships or productions of either nation in the 
ports of the other, have appointed their Plenipotentiaries to conclude 
a Convention for that purpose, that is to say :— 

His Majesty the King of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, the Right Honourable George Canning, a’Member of his 
said Majesty’s most Honourable Privy Council, a Member of Par- 
liament, and his said Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for Fo- 
reign Affairs; and the Right Hon. William Huskisson, a Member of 
his said Majesty’s most Honourable Privy Council, a Member of Par- 
liament, President of the Committee of Privy Council for Affairs of 
Trade and Foreign Plantations, and Treasurer of his said Majesty’e 
Navy :-— P 
And his Majesty the King of Prussia, the Baron de Werther, his 
said Majesty's Chamberlain, and his Envoy Extraordinary and Mi- 
nister Plenipotentiary at the Court of his Britannic Majesty ;—who, 
after having communicated to each other their respective Full Pow- 
ers, found to be in due and proper form, have agreed upon and cdn- 
cluded the following Articles :— 

Arti¢gle _—From and after the 1st day of May next, Prussian ves- 

sels entering or departing from the ports of the United Kingdom of 

Great Britain and Ireland, and British vessels entering or departing 

from the ports of his Prussian Majesty’s dominions, shall not be sub- 

ject to any other or higher duties or charges whatever, than are or 
shall be levied on national vessels entering or departing from such 
ports respectively. 

Article I1.—All articles of the growth, produce, or manufacture 

of any of the dominions of either of the High Contracting Parties, 

which are or shal! be permitted to be imported into or exported from 
the ports of the United Kingdom and of Prussia, respectively, im ves- 

sels of the one country, shall, in like manner, be permitted to be im- 

ported into or exported from those ports in vessels of the other. 

Article JIIl.—All articles not of the growth, produce, or manufac. 

ture of the dominions of his Britannic Majesty, which can legally be 

imported from the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland in- 
to the ports of Prussia, in British ships, shall be subject only to the 
same duties as are payable upon the like articles, if imported in 

Prussian ships, and the same reciprocity shall be observed in the 

ports of the United Kingdom, in respect to all articles not the growth, 

produce, or manufacture of the dominions of his P russian Majesty, 
which can legally be imported into the ports of the United Kingdom 

in Prussian ships. , . 

Article 1V.—All goods, wares, and merehandize, which can legal - 
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ly be imported into the ports of either country, shall be admitted at 
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the same rate of duty, whether in vessels of the other 
country, or in national vessels; and all gcods, wares, or merchan- 
dize, which can be legally from the ports of either coun- 
try, shall be eutitied to the same bounties, drawbacks, and allowan-

Article V.—No or preference shall be given, directly or 


indirectly, by the Government of either country, or by any compa- 
ny; Corporation, or agent, acting on its behalf, or ander its au .

ed; it being the true intent and meaning of the High Contracting

! Article VI.—The present Convention shall be in force for the term 
of ten years from the date hereof; and further, until the end of 
twelve months after either of the High Contracting Parties shall 
have given notice to the other of its intention to terminate the same ; 
each of the High Contracting Parties reserving to itseif. the right. of 
giving such notice to the other, at the end of the said term of ten 
years; and it is hereby agreed between them, that, at the expira- 
tion of twelve months after such notice shull have been received by 
either party from the other, this Convention, and all the provisions 
thereof, shall altogether cease and determine. : 

Article Vil.—The present Convention shall be ratified, and the 
ratifications shall be exchanged at Londoa, within one month from 
the date hereof, or sooner, if possible. ;

TREATY BETWEEN GREAT BRITAIN AND THE 
* NETHERLANDS. 

The Government of the Netherlands has communicated to the 
Second Chamber of the States General, a treaty coucluded with 
Great Britain, for the mutual regulation of the commerce of Eng- 
land and the Netherlands with the East Indies, &e. The principal 
feature of the regulations, with one or two important exceptions, ap- 
pears to be a resignation of islands by Great Britain, and of settle- 
ments on the continent of India by the Netherlands. 
the Spice Islands is to remain a monopoly; but if, in fature, any na- 
tive power be allowed to participate, Great Britain is to enjoy a 
similar privilege. The following are some of the principal articles 
of the Treaty :— 


Art. 1. The high contracting parties engage to place the trade of 


the subjects of each other, in their respective possessions in the In- 
dian Archipelago, and on the continent of India and Ceylon, on the 
same footing as the most favoured nations. 

2. The subjects and ships of one nation shall pay no duties of im- 
portation and exportation to and from the ports of the other in the 
Fastern Seas, higher than double the amount of those imposed on 
the subjects and ships of the nation to whom the port belongs.

traffic during the whole time that it shall be necessary to maintain

“ The exchanges of territory which have been judged necessary, 
in order to avoid all collision of interests imposed on the Plenipoten- 
tiaries of his Britannic Majesty, the duty of giving and requiring 
some information respecting the subjects and allies of England in the 


British Agents in 1819, with the King of Acheem, is incompatible 
with Article 3 of the present Treaty; the British Plenipotentiaries 
therefore promise, that the Treaty with Acheem shall be reduced,

But as some of the conditions of this Treaty (which has been com- 
municated to the Plenipotentiaries of the Netherlands.) will be ad- 
vantageous to the general interests of Europeans settled in the East- 
ern sea, they confidently hope that the Government of the Nether- 
lands will take measures to place these advantages above all viola- 
tion, and they likewise express their conviction, that no hostile mea- 
sure towards the King of Acheem will be adopted by the new pos- 
sessors of Fort Marlborough. 

“[t is no less the duty of the British Plenipotentiaries to recom- 
mend to the kind and paternal protection of the Government of the 
Netherlands, the natives and colonists subject to the ancient English 
factory of Bencoolen. This request is the more necessary, as at a 
period so late as 1818, conventions were made with the native chiefs, 
in consequence of which the situation of the natives has experienced 
essential amelioratjons. The compulsory system for the cultivation | 
and supply of pepper has been abolished; encouragement has been 
given to the cultivation of rice; the relations between the agricul- 
tural class and the chiefs of the districts have been regulated; the 
property of the soil has been adjudged to the latter, and an end has 
been put to all interference in the details of the internal administra- | 
tion, by removing from the advanced nations the European residents, | 
and putting in their place native officers; the object of all which | 
meusures was to favour the interests of the inhabitants. Jn recom-

8. His Majesty the King of the Netherlands cedes to his Majesty 
the of Great Britain all his settlements on the contintnt of In- 
dia, and ggnounces all rights and privileges which have been enjoy- 
ed or claimed on account of these settlements. 

9. The factory of Fort, Marlborough, and all the possessions of 
Great Britain in the Island of Sumatra, are hereby ceded to his Ma- 
jesty the King of the Netherlands; and the King of Great Britain 
engages that no British factory shall be established in that Island, 
nor any treaty concluded under the British ‘authority, with any of 
the native princes, chiefs, or etates, in the said Island, 

10. ‘The town and fortress of Madella are hereby ceded to his Ma- | 
jesty the King of Great Britain, and his Majesty the King of the | 
Netherlands engages for himself and his subjects never to establish | 

a factory in any part of the Peninsula of Malacca, or to conclude | 
treaties with any of the native provinces or states in that Peninsula. |

The Treaty of London, concluded on the 17th March, which was | 
lately presented to the Second Chamber of the States General, is |

“On proceeding to the signature of the Treaty which has been 
greed upon, the Plenipotentiaries of his Britannic Majesty feel a 
lively satisfaction in expressing the justice which they owe to the 
spirit of good will and liberality manifested by their Excellencies the 
Plenipotentiaries of the Netherlands, and their conviction that both 
parties are equally disposed to execute sincerely, and in good faith, 
the stipulations of the Treaty in the sense in which they have been 
negotiated. 

* The differences which give rise to the present discussion are of 
the nature of those which it is difficult to arrange by formal stipula- 
tions, consisting, In a great degree, of jealousies and suspicions, and 
occasioned by the acts of subaltern agents, they can be terminated 
only by a frank declaration of the intentions of the Governments 
themselves, and by a mutual explanation of the principles which 
guide them. 

“ The disavowal of the measures which had retarded the execu- 
tion of the Convention of the 13th August, 1814, will have proved 
to their Excellencies the Plenipotentiaries of the Netherlands the 
scrupulous exactness with which England always fulfils its engage- 
ments. 

“The British Plenipotentiaries recollect with real pleasure the 
solemn disavowal, on the part of the Government of the Netherlands, 
of every project to aspire at either political supremacy or exclusive 
trade in the Indian Archipelago. 

* They readily acknowledge the promptness of the Plenipotentia- 


ries of the Netherlands to enter into arrangements calculated to en- 
courage the most complete liberty of commerce betrveen the subjects 











the King of the Netherlands to assure their Government, that the 
British Authorities will on their side show particular attention to 
the inhabitants of Molucca and the other possessions of the Nether- 
lands ceded to Great Britain. In conclusion, the Plenipotentiaries

4th of June, 1811, the rank of Major-General; and, on the 19thoi 
July, 1821, that of Lieutenant-General.

FORFEITED SCOTTISH PEERAGES. 
The following brief notice of the restored Scotch families on Ear! 





Liverpool's motion in the House of Lords, will, we doubt not, be ac- 
ceptable to our readers ; ; 


Erskine, Eant or Man—The Erskines are of a very ancient 


family, and distinguished themselves in the service of their Sove- 
reigns so early as the beginning of the 13th century. Sir William 
Erskive was an eminent adherent of King Robert Bruce. One of 
his descendants, Robert Lord Erskine, claimed the Earldom of Mat 
(by maternal right), to which he was served heir in 1438. Robert, 
the fourth Earl of this family, feli at the battle of Flodden-field.— 
He was succeeded by John, the fifth Earl, who had the custody of 
his infant Sovereign, Queen Mary, which he retained until the year 
1548, when the estates of the kingdom ordered him to carry her to 
the Court of France. His son John, the sixth Earl, was appointed 
to an office of similar trust to that of his father, and had charge of 
James VI., afterwards King of England, when an infant, Joho, the 


eleventh Earl of Mar, was unfortunately engaged in the rebelKon of 
1715; and adhering to the fortunes of the Pretender, followed him 
to Rome, and afterwards to Paris and Aix-la-Chapelle, where he 
died in 1732. His attainder took place in 1716. Johu, the late Ear! 
of Mar, married for his second wife, Lady Frances Pierpont, sister 
to the celebrated Lady Wortley Montagu. Hisdescendant, to whom 
his honours wiil be restored, is John James Erskine, Esq. 

Gorpon, Viscount Kenmunke.—From Sir Adam de Gordon, 
(the younger brother of Sir Alexander, ancestor of the Dukes oi 
Gordon,) who was slain at the battle of Halidon Hill, 1333, descend - 
ed Sir Alexander Gordon of Kenmure, who fell at the battle of Flod- 
den, in 1513. His descendant, Sir John Gordon of Lochinvar, being 
eminent for his loyalty, was created Viscount Kenmure, May 8, 
1635. His collateral heir, William, seventh Viscount, engaged in 
the rebellion of 1715, and was taken prisoner at the battle of Preston, 
when he was tried by his Peers, condemned and executed, ard his 
estates and honours forfeited. The present representative of ‘the fa- 
mily is John Gordon, Esq. 

Daummonp, Ear oF Pertit.—The family of Drummond was 
always ranked among the most ancient and illustrious names of the 
Scottish nation, highly distinguished by a long train of worthy ances- 
tors, not less remarkable for the noble alliances they made and the 
dignities conferred on them, than for personal merit. Sir Malcolm 
Drammond flourished in the middle of the 12th centary ; from him 
descended Sir John Drammond of Stobhall, who made a great figure 
in the reigns of James III. and LV., and was concerned in most of the 
public transactions of the time. He was raised to the Peerage, by 
the title of Lord Drummond, January 14, 1487. His grandson, 
James, fourth Peer, was created Earl of Perth, March 4, 1605.— 
His great nephew, James, fourth Earl, was successively Lord Justice 
General, and Lord Chancellor of Scotland. On the accession ot 
James Il. of England, he was in great favour with that monarch, 
and attempted to follow him abroad after his abdication, but he was 
taken, and suffered four years’ imprisonment. On his hberation he 
followed his master, who created him Duke of Perth, First Lord of 
the Bedchamber, Knight of the Garter, &c. He died at St. Ger- 
main’s, in May, 1716, and was interred in the Chapel of the Scotch ‘ 
College at Paris. His eldest son, James, (by Lady Jane Douglas,) 
attached himself firmly to the House of Stuart. He opposed the 
Union, and was very active in the insurrection of 1715. His son 
James, called Duke of Perth, imbibed all the principles of his fami- 
ly, and jomed the standard of the young Pretender. At the battle 
of Preston he acted as Lieut.-General; “and in spite of a very deli- 
cate constitution,” says Douglas, “he underwent the greatest fa- 
tigues, and was the first on every occasion of duty, where his head 
or his hands could be of use; bold asa lion in the field, but ever 
merciful in the hour of victory.’’ After the battle of Culloden had 
extirpated the hopes of the House of Stuart, he embarked for France, 
but died on the passage, May 13, 1746. Having died before the 
limited time appointed by Parliament for the surrendering, he es- 
caped the attainder, but it fell on his brother and heir, John, who 
was embarked in the same cause, and whose estate and title were 
forfeited to the Crown. ‘lhe present heir of the family is James 
Drummond, Esq. This Gentleman is, we believe, heir to the title 
of Viscount Strathallan, which became forfeited in 1746, when Wil- 
liam, the fourth Viscount, fell at the battle of Culloden, and his son 
was included in the attainder of his father. 

Nairn, Lornp Natrw.—Michael de Nairn, the ancestor of the 
Lords of Nuirnj flourished in the reign of Robert Ill. His descend- 
ant, Robert Nairn, was raised to the Peerage by the title of Lord 
Nairn, 1681,-with remainder to his daughter Ma: zaret and Lord 
William Murray, her husband, who became second Lord Nairn.— 
This Peer engaged in the rebellion of 1715, amd-was taken prisoner 
at Preston. He was conducted to the Tower, tried by his Peer:, 
convicted, and sentenced to death, but obtained his liberty on the 
general act of indemnity in 1717. He died in 1725, and was auc- 
ceeded by his son John, third Lord Nairn, who, having engaged in 
the rebellion of 1745, was attainted of high treason, and his estates 
and honours forfeited to the Crown. 

Another bill, which was presented to the House at the same time, 
was an act of justice—we allude to the bill for reversing the attain- 
der of Viscount re aieg whose trial, condemnation, and execution, 
(in the reign of Chiles II.) form so affecting a page in English his- 
tory, and so foul a blot on an English Parliament. He was the last. 
victim that fell under the charge of the Popish plot Speaking ot 
his death, Hume says, “ this is the last blood which was shed on ac- 
count of the Popish plot: an incident which, for the credit of the 
nation, it were better to bury in eternal oblivion; bat which it is 
necessary to perpetuate, as well to maintain the truth of history, as 
to warn, if possible, their posterity, and all mankind, never agaia to 
fall into so shameful, so barbarous a delusion.”

DISTURBANCES IN IRELAND. 
First Report from the Select Committee on Districts of Ireland undex 
the Insurrection Act. 
The Select Committee inted to examine into the nature and 
extent of the disturbances which have prevailed in those districts of 
Ireland which are now subject to the provisions of the insurrection 


act, aid who were empowered to report their opinion thereupon, 
from time to time, to the Howse—have, pursuant to the order of the 
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House, examined into the matter to them referred, and have agreed 
upon the following report :— f . 

Your Gommittee, in the execution of the task imposed upon them 
by the House, have thought it their peculiar duty, in the first place, 
to enquire into the necessity of a farther continuance of the insur. 
rection act; for this purpose they have called before them persons 
who eppeared well qualified to give information as to the nature 
and extent of the disturbances which gave occasion for the act; the 
degree in which those disturbances still exist, and the effect which 
the act has had in chetking flisorders in those districts to which it 
has been applie!. Your Committee have extracted from their mi- 
nutes such portions of the evidence of those persone as appeared 
most important, and have added them as an appendix to this report. 

Your Committee could not approach the consideration of this 
subject, without the most anxious solicitude. They could not view 
Without the deepest concern, the disorders by which several parts of 
Ireland nave been agitated; nor have they disguised from the:- 
selves how widely the provisions of the insurrection act depart from 
the true aud fixed principles of the Constitution. Great therefore 
would have been their satisfaction if the result of their enquiries 
had shewn such @ geaera) and permanent restoration of public tran- 
quillity as would have justified tem in recommending to the House 
to permit the imsurrection act to expire. But such, unfortunately, 
has not been the conclusion at which they have arrived; and it is 
with the deepest regret that they feel it their duty to submit to the 
House their opinion, that the act ought to be continued for another 
year. This opinion is founded not only upon their own judgment 
of the evidence recejved by them, but upon the concurrent testimo- 
ny of all the witnesses examined. These persons have all declared, 
that the safety of the couutry, the security of property, and the pro- 
tection of the loyai and well disposed, absolutely depend upon a far- 
ther continuance of the powers given by this act; and that such is 
also the decided conviction of the magistrates and gentry, in the 
counties in which the disturbances have prevailed, and of all those 
of the middling classes who do not expect to benefit by the continu- 
ance of a system of disorder. The character of the disturbances, 
and the nature of the outrages committed, appear to have been simi- 
lar in most of the districts affected; they consist in sending threat- 
ening notices, administering illegal oaths, hcughing cattle, seizing 
arms, burning houses, and committing murders, and many of these 
crimes have been committed within a very recent period. 

At the same time that your Committee have considered the ne- 
cessity for continuing the act, they have felt it their duty to inquire 
into the manner in which it has hitherto been administered; and 
they have the satisfaction to report, that the powers which it con- 
fers have been exercised with as much mildness as was consistent 
with a due regard to the suppression of disorder. It is stated to 
your Committee, by the King’s Counsel, who have presided at the 
Sessional Courts, established under the act, that the attendance of 
the magistrates of those Courts has been regular and full, and their 
conduct uniformly impartial; that in all cases of legal doubt, the 


magistrates have received the interpretation of the law from the |. 


presiding Counsel ; that no man has ever been brought to trial Be- 
iore these Courts, until he had declared himself ready to go to trial : 
that every advantage had been given to the prisoner, and every op- 
portunity afforded to him to examine any of the witnesses, either 
for the defence or prosecution, during any part of the proceedings ; 
and that the strict rules of evidence, though invariably enforced with 
respect to the prosecution, have been frequently relaxed in favour 
of the prisoner. ‘The cases of the several persons convicted, have 
also been regularly submitted. to the revision of the Lord Lieutenant, 
previous to the execution of the sentence, and the mercy of the 
Crown has been extended, not only in all cases where “there was. 
gay reason to doubt the propriety or justice of the original sentence, 
but in others also, where no such doubt could exist, wherever the 
state of the country was such as to admit, with safety, the exercise 
of mercy. And your Committee feel it their duty to state, that much 
of the severity of the law has been mitigated, by the unceasing vigi- 
lance with which the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland has watched over 
the execution of its enactments. 

Some doubts appear to have been entertained, whether magis- 
trates possess the power, which they have nevertheless occasionally 
exercised, of bailing persons committed for trial under the insurrec- 
tion act; your Committee are of opinion that such a power exists 
under the law as it stands; they recommend, however, that a dis- 
eretionary authority should be given to Magistrates, either to ad- 
mit or to refuse bail, but that such discretion should not be exercis- 
ed by any Magistrate acting singly.

We have in another part of our paper given the prominent fea- 
tures of the Treaty lately concluded with the Netherlands, for ex- 
changing Bencoolen and all our possessions on the Island of Sumatra 
for the Malay peninsula and the settlement of Sincapore. ‘The re- 
sult of this negotiation has met with general approbation in Parlia- 
ment, and when it was brought before the general meeting of the 
East India Proprietors, it was hailed as a most auspicious event, as 
tending to consolidate the power of the Company, and secure at all 
times a safe passage to the China Sea. Mr. Randall Jackson re- 
marked, fhat the Straits of Malacca were always considered the key, 
and now that we h ad acquired Sincapore, we might be said to have 
both lock and key to the Chinese Seas. 

In our preceding columns will be found the Official Despatches 
from the Cape Coast, detailing the melancholy death of Sir Charles 
M’Carthy and the disasters attending the forces under his command, 
engaged in the expeditit against the Ashantee nation. We do 
not yet learn what steps Government meah to take. Reinforce- 
ments appear quite necessary to maintain our possessions, even if the 
war with the ferocious natives is not to be resumed. 

The hostilities with the Algerines appear t» be carried on very 
languidly. We only hear of the continuanceof the blockade and 
the gradual assembling of mortar and bomb vessels. The Ottoman 
Porte having refused to evacuate Wallachia and Moldavia until af- 
ter the present campaign against the Greeks has terminated, Lord 
Strangford is about to returnto England. Possibly Government is 
desirous of conferring with his Lordship before adopting any active 
measures against Algiers. There seems good reason to believe that 
the operations against this lawless horde of barbarians, have beer 
influenced by the negotiations which have been for some time past 
going on at Constantinople. In the mean time the enemy is prevent- 
ed from doing further mischief by the presence of the blockading 
squadron, and the chastisement can be inflicted at any time—it is 
merely giving the criminal his term of imprisoument prior to his 
whipping. 

At a late meeting of the East India Proprietors, the pairiful busi- 
ness of the Marquess of Hastings was again brought forward, and 
again the Chairman of the Board of Directors adhered to his myste- 
rious silence. Papers and documents touching this unpleasant affair 
were moved for and ordered to be produced. Sir John Doyle and 
Mr. Kinnard continued their zealous and resolute line of conduct i 
defence of the noble and gallant Marquess.
